o'clock W. E. Burford, state printer,

board. Suddenly Stein leaned forward 
on his desk and blood poured from his 
nose and mouth. Governor Matthews 
and other state officials were called in 
and a physician summoned, hut Stein 
died before the latter arrived.

ana congressmen have profited by their 
experience and the result is a better 
condition in the party than existed at 
a corresponding time eight years ago 


The first district was carried hy the 


republicans in 1880 solely by reason of 
democratic dissensions, but it is a close 
district1 and is being looked after with 
much concern. In it is situated the 
city of Evansville, and it comprises 
within its limits a coal mining territory, 
m which a strike recently occurred 
and in which there is much restless- 
ness. The repu blicans have nominated 
J. M Hemenway, who ia regarded as 
able to carry his full party strength. 
In 18S8 the democrats carried the dis- 
trict by twenty votes, \n 1890, by 855, 
and iu 1892 by 454. The margin i?, 
therefore, narrow, aad when in years of 
republican demoralization the plurality 
falls so low, the prospect in a year of 
perfect organization is not assuring. 
Representative Taylor, the incumbent 
and democratic nominee, has had some 
trouble over the patronage and one 
paper in the district has from time to 
time turned its editorial batteries upon 
him, 
The republicans are claiming the 


district with much confidence and un- 
its* there is a change for the better be- 
tween this and the election the claim 
may prove to be well founded 


Representative Cooper is making a 


sturdy fight in the fifth, and while the 
district may be regarded as doubtful, 
he has many advantages over his op- 
ponent 
There is not a district in the 


state where the democrats are more 
loyal to their party principles 
One ad- 


vantage that the democrats possess lies 
in the fact that the district is purely 
agricultural and the conditions of un- 
rest that have elsewhere prevailed are 
strangers to its people. With the farm- 
(pti, and, indeed, with all classes save 
the bankers, Cooper's hill making it 
possible to tax greenbacks, is very 
popular, and he will make gains among 
the independent class of voters by rea- 
son of its passage. The outlook for his 
return to congress .is better than that of 
his opponent, for it would take a land- 
slide to beat him, and that is hardly 
probable this year.

en route home, it is here that he gets 
lis "stirrup cup," which is the last 
drop that inspires him to wife abuse 
and child abuse and sometimes murder. 


So far out are some of these vile 


jlaces that the police csnnot watch 
.hem as carefully as those in the more 
central locations 
For this reason 


ihese saloons are usually the resort of 
,hugs and criminals, who here find a 
kindly shelter from the police. 


D F. Sieling keeps a first and last 


chance saloon and it is located out on 
?ioneor avenue at the beginning of the 
?iqua road. Sieling makes a show of 
ceeping a grocery but the bar is better 
>atronized than the grocery and usually 
>y those kind of men who spend ten 
cents for bread and coffee and ninety 
cents for tobacco and liquor. 


Some weeks ago Mayor Oakley found 


ihat Sieling was selling liquor without 
a city license and had much difficulty 
n collecting the amount and only did 
;et it when he had the fellow arrested. 


Fci some time past Superintendent 
iggett has suspected that Sieling was 


violating the Sunday law and yeiter 
afternoon detailed Officers Bower and 
Coling to investigate. 
These two 


ifficers disguised themselves in citi- 
;ens' clothing and, going to the back 
loor of the saloon, easily gained admit 
ance. They bought a bottle of beer 
nd then went and telephoned for 
he patrol wagon. The saloon was 
lied with men and boys and the en- 
ire party was placed under arrest. 
The proprietor, however, mshed up- 
tairs and locked himself in.

ffioers secured a ladder and as they 
ntered the upper window

TYPHOID FEVER. 


Tlio Cnii«:es of tlie I>iMeiiHe 


1'retenlioii. 


The marine hospital service publishes 


a recent report prepared by the medical 
society of the District of Columbia on 
typhoid fever in the district, which is 
worthy of especial note. 


The society finds that typhoid in- 


creates in proportion to the saturation 
of the soil with decomposing organic 
matter and to the drinking of infected 
well water, but decreases in proportion 
cs a city is well sewered and uses only 
pure drinking water. The lowest mor 
tality from typhoid is in England and 
Germany, where expert engineering has 
been freely employed in sewering the 
chief towns and cities. 


Tho abandonment of all wells and 


pinnr"", purification of the sewerage sys 
tern alrejdy existing by replacing as 


rapidly as possible all damaged or de- 
fective drains, extension of the sewer- 
age to all parts of the city and other 
measures to prevent soil contamination 
are therefore recommended.

ment of a law to prohibit the salo of 
milk without a permit of the health

Hull, Bninbridgo and Stewart in their day 
and generation had been first, und fchero 
must be 110 backward step for their suc- 
cessors. To keep in practice all that was 
needed was a chance, tho disposition was 
never wantlug, and so when tho warlike 
and piratical Malays outraged our flag in

Somo natives of 


Quallah Battoo, on tho western coast of 
thc island of Sumatra, treacherously at- 
tacked tho crew of tho merchantman 
Friendship, intending to capture tho ship 
and her treasure. Tho deed vrnt done n bile 
the vessel lay in the harbor un a trading 
visit, presumably under protection of the 
authorities of thf island or province. On 
the morning of Feb. 7 tho ship rodo at an- 
chor a few hundred yaids from the town, 
and tho capUvin, with four seamen, wont 
asboro to superintend tho weighing of u 
cargo of pepper, \\ hieh was carried from 
thc depot to the vessel in small boats row- 
ed by natives. • Tho tlrst boat to leave tho 
depot, which wns located on u rivor near 
tho pepper plantations abovo Quallah Bat 
too, ttopped on its way down stream and 
stealthily exchanged its crew of oarsmen 
for double tho number of armed men, then 
proceeded to thc anchorage ground of tho 
Friendship and commenced unloading her 
cargo 
Tho natives not required in nn- 


loKding tho boot climbed aboard tho ship, 
and although ordered by tho mato in com- 
mand to return to their own deck they 
lingered about tho decks of tbe Friendship. 


Wntjhiug a chance, ono of them plunged 


his sclmiter through thc body of tho mato 
while his back was turned, and several oth- 
ers attacked tho sailors in like manner. 
Four of tho latter escaped, and i umping 
into tho wator swam to a safe distance 
and reached land undisturbed by tho Ma- 
lays. Instantly tho pirates on tho deck of 
the Friendship put up signals, and several 
boatloads of armed men pushed off from 
shore. Meanwhile tho Americans at the 
depot hail watched tho goings on, power- 
less to prevent them, but nevertheless fully 
warugd and put on their guard. The cap- 
tain r.nd his four companions stepped into 
n boat anil shoved her off just as a party 
of natives, drunken with delight over thd 
news signaled' by their confederates on 
tho Friendship, wcro rushing to attack 
them. A Malay Rajah from n neighboring 
province, Po Adam, sprang after tho boat, 
declaring that ho would go with tho Amer- 
icans, adding, "If they kill you, thcymust 
kill me first, captain." Tho allegiance of 
Po Adam probably saved tho captain, His 
cutlass W03 thc only weapon in the boat, 
which was Intercepted by hostile Malays 
at tho month of the river. With tho cut- 
lass in the hands of a stalwart Yankeo 
sailor, who brandished it fiercely over tho 
prow as ilio littlo craft dashed through, 
the assailants wcro kept at bay until tho 
party was well to sea. Then tho captain, 
guided by Po Adam, steered for a harbor 
SO miles south, where other American 
vessels lay, picking up on tho way tho four 
Bailors who had leaped from tho deck of 
tho Friendship at tho time of the attack. 


Next day threo ships returned to Qual- 


lah Battoo and demanded from tho chief 
Rajah tho release of tho Friendship, His 
reply being tho characteristic boast, ''If 
you want her, como and take her," tho 
vessels ranged up and opened flro. After 
a short "bombardment theAmcricans man- 
ned their boats and pulled toward the ship, 
intending to board her. But the Malay 
crew didn't relish an open fight, even 
with the odds in their favor. They jumped 
into the water and madQ for shore, but 
when tho Americans got on board of thoir 
vessel they found her stripped of all valu- 
ables, including n treasure in specie of 
$12,000. When tho news of tho piracy 
reached Washington, tho frigate Potomac, 
44 guns, lay in Now York harbor under 
orders to join tho Pacific squadron" by a 
voyage via England. 
Thc Borders were

changed to go by way of tho East Indies 
and call the Malays to account for their 
insult to tho dug. The Potomac sailed on 
her mission under command of Commo- 
dore John Cowncs, with a complement of 
sailors and marines numbering 600 anon. 
No national vessel from tho United State? 
had before visited tho island, and It was 
impossible to procure trustworthy infor- 
mation respecting tho people and their 
strength or even charts showing the coasts 
of that country. Tho harbor and town Ilo 
open to tho sea, and the shores aro lined 
with dangerous shoals The people, (to tho 
number of several thousand, constitute an 
Independent community, owing allegiance 
to no ono, except to their chieftains of 
clans, culled rajahs. Although no bettor 
than pirates in morals and practice, they 
at times display courage anti.gkill in war- 
fare. For morO than 100 years they had 
waged war upon Dutch and Spanish nav- 
igators and had captured small arms, can- 
non, ammunition and other materials to 
lit out an arjny. Among other barbarous 
practices they adhered to catjniballsm.

Hoen- 
iorcd the Indian ocean with tho frigate 
disguised as it merchantman, and anchor-

shore. Tho Malays who saw this demon- 
stration mado signs of hostility, and tho 
Yankee captain concluded that verbal de- 
mands for satisfaction would bo useless. 
A sudden and unheralded night attack, 
with the cnpttireof tomo hostages to bring 
tho barbarian's to their tenses, scorned to 
him the only feasible plan for carrying 
nut the orders of his chieftain, General 
Andrew Jackson, himself an impetuous

was selected for attack. Tho marines, In

brick, with tho third division, under Lieu- 
tenant Ingorsoll, was preparing to storm 
tho principal fort in tho line. Tho sis 
pounder came into play there, firing across 
tho open beach with good execution, and 
tho outer defenses soon gnvo way, tho im- 
petuous sailors rushing in to come, to 
closer quarters. Tho main stronghold was 
au elevated tablo mounting several can- 
non. Up its steep sides tho sailors rushed, 
but Tvcro cut down by tho Malays before 
reaching tho top. JFor want of. scaling 
ladders tho charge* was abandoned, and 
tho wholo forco of assailants, Including 
tho men in tho boats and tho victorious 
divisions of Hoff and Edson, who reached 
tho spot at tho critical moment, poured a 
galling flro of bullets into tho work. Still 
tho Malays fought with savago fury and 
held out ufftil nearly exterminated. When 
tho sailors finally dashed over tho walls, 
the. chief Bajab met them, sword in hand, 
standing abovo a heap of tho corpses of hla 
followers, not yielding until ho fell, hack- 
,ed to pieces by tho cutlasses of tho Ameri- 
cans. His scimitor "was then seized by a 
Malay princess, who wielded it with ama- 
zouian fury right and left untii sho fell 
dead from loss of blood, having been terri- 
bly wpmided in tho bombardment some 
time before 


After this last brilliant stroke Lieuten- 


ant Shubrick dismounted and spiked the 
Malay cannon and fired tho huts of tho 
town.

• The action had lasted nearly three 
hours, and as tho rising surf threatened to 
endanger tho boats Lieutenant Shubrick 
re-embarked his command and returned 
to tho Potomac, bearing tho bodies of two 
marines killed and two officers a?id nioo 
men wounded. The Malays lost 150 killed, 
for the, American? took no prisoners. 


The morning after the battlo Commo- 


dore JDowncs determined to show the Qual- 
lah Battooans that tho Americans could 
boast of "big guns" as well as tho Butch 
and Spanish,' who had subjugated the pi- 
ratical Malays In former times. Bringing 
tho Potomac to anchor broadside to the 
town he opened flro with 32 pound shot 
upon a fort opposite, on the other sido of 
tho river. Tho wooden palisades and ram- 
parts wore quickly cut into splinters, 
White flags soon appeared at various 
points along 'shore, and the moment the 
"big guns" ceased their roar n boot, bear- 
ing a flag of truce and several rajahs, put 
off to tho ship. Tho chieftains begged 
most humbly for a cessation of hostilities, 
evidently holding a greater dread for tho 
82 pound shells than for the muskets and 
cutlassca -which, in tho hands of the gal- 
lant tars, had made bovoo around their 
forts tho day before,

Urannan. Mr. Dwyer has had many 
years to learn the form ol horses, and 
when he began in the racing business 
the game was much easier to beat than 
It is, to-day, when the handicapperg 
dnd form players, with their "dope" at 
their command, can tell you to a 
pound how ranch one horse can give 
Another and the relative positions of 
the thoroughbreds in their last half 
dozen races. It was while the red and 
blue sash of the Bwycrs was the badge 
of success, and when Luke Blackburn,

Hindoo, 
George Kinney, 


Miss Woodford, 
Tremont, Hanover, 


Kingston, Itacelaud, Dewdrop and 
Longstreet were sweeping everything 
before them that M. F. Dwyer made for 
himself a name as the highest bettor on 
the American turf.

Charles hotel. Here he attracted the 
attention of Bookmaker Botay, who 
was the first to introduce the now cele-

Grannan was a 
bright, alert lad, and Botay iaw in him 
the making of a live, wide-awake man.

He. gave up his place iu the 
cork factory to but on the horses in 
the pool rooms in Pittsburg, and it was 
in buying pools that he first became 
known as "Phil," giving that name to 
the auctioneer instead of his own when- 
ever he purchased au auction. Soon 
the Pittsburg newspapeis spoko of 
Phil'b success,and when he had amassed 
something like 815,000, » large sum in- 
deed to a boy who had been working 
for ?S a week, ho went to New York, 
where he had but one or two acquaint- 
ances, and began playing the races at 
Monmounth Park. He made sensa- 
tional winnings on Eolian, Cyclops, 
Banner, Bearer, Cambyses, and other 
well known performers, and tho met- 
ropolitan dailies were filled with the 
talk of the turf and its newest plunger, 
who was known as> "Pittsburg Phil."
